Republicans in Congress intend to reduce wartime 
taxes. So do Democrats. AH thev re bickering about 
Ls who should get the credit U nfortunately, some tax ­ 
payers have misunderstood what is going on and per­ 
suaded themselves th a t taxes shouldn't be reduced at 
«11. but kept where they are. 
T he misguided taxpayers' muddled reasoning seems 
to be that death and taxes art' inevitable, therefore 
u patriot should yield to them with enthusiasm , or at 
the very least with cheerful resignation. There appar­ 
ently ls no way to change their m in ds about this. 
Events will do th at later. Tax rates are not theoretical, 
but bear close relation to the taxpayers' ability to bear 
them . 
The war boom Ls over. Congress is making its guess­ 
es on the leaner shape of things to com e The Treasury 
D epartm ent Is guessing; everybody is guessing. Repub­ 
licans and Democrats are guessing. Only one thing is 
certain to be the way they are saying it will be: money 
will be harder to get hold of than it was when close 
to half the population was breaking all income records. 
Tax rates on any basis other th an outright confis­ 
cation to destroy taxpayers will have to be tem pered 
to the shorn taxpayers The only question is how m uch 
No one trying to make a reasonable guess about the 
events of the next year thinks there is any possibility 
th a t Congress will reduce taxes too much. Taxpayers 
will be surprised if Congress m anages to cut them 
enough to keep pace with declining ability to pay 


We Believe It or We Don't 
O ver-eager praise of H erbert Hoovers separate- 
peuce proposal is coming from those who are over- 
itchy to show disapproval of Russia. 
Before these indignant citizens cut off America's 
nase to spite Joe Stalin's face, there are a few thing 
t» consider 
One Is the United Nations. Am ericans either be­ 
lieve in the principle of collective security, or they 
don't. lOne more unilateral gesture at this time would 
tv the last straw. 
Another is the folly of pretending th a t a peace 
agreem ent with a fraction Of an occupied country 
(Germany) or without the collaboration of all belli­ 
gerents (Japan) would hold water, even in the present 
slate of international law 
Still another is the dam age to the word of the U ni­ 
ted States, which pledged itself to m ake no separate 
peace agreements W hat little honor still exists in in­ 
ternational relations should be preserved. 
The biggest thing to consider, however, is the m or­ 
ale of the American people. This republic was founded 
on C hristian principles and Is theoretically responsive 
to them . E ither we believe in these principles or we 
don’t—and if we do this government will continue to 
turn the other diplomatic cheek to the ¡Soviet Union 
until the latter bi\ aks off all further diplom atic re­ 
lations. 
No m atter how exasperating the Russians may be 
in diplomacy, the United States will give them the 
benefit of every doubt. It will give them every con­ 
ceivable chance to act in good faith lor advancem ent 
of cooperative security. It will guard itself zealously 
against making ar.y move th a t could be construed as 
an overt gesture of hostility against Russia. 
Patience and forbearance may make no impression 
on th e Kremlin. But they can do no harm , and they 
Will m ake a trem endous impression on the people ol 
the United States. If w ar m ust be the outcome of Rus­ 
sian irreconcilability, the blame mu t be where it be­ 
longs—on the irreconcilables.
